It is a definite and 
solemn compact taken in the presence of God to accom- 
plish what we believe to be in accordance with His will 
that all Christ’s people should be one. We are only two 
small parts of that great ‘‘Body of Christ’’; but we have 
determined to heal one of its wounds. 

The difficulties in accomplishing this task are obvious. 
They do not, thank God, concern the fundamental faith. 
Both churches accept the Catholic creeds. They do concern 
the orders of the ministry, the relation of faith and order 
and of ministry and sacraments. They concern in less de- 
gree questions of polity and worship. The working out of 
these problems must rest in the beginning with the official 
commissions, but those commissions can act successfully 
only if behind them is the earnest and sincere support of 
both churehes. This union is not a mere overhead agree- 
ment; it is a real coming together in one body. 

Two special ways of helping come to mind at once. The 
first is the way of conferences, especially of the clergy of 
the two churches, to learn more about each other, to study 
the differences and likenesses and explore methods of ap- 
proach. The second is gatherings of a more general char- 
acter which bring together the lay people of both churches 
to hear of what is going on, or the sending of speakers 
from one church group to the other to present each the 
position of his own church. 

But particular methods of bringing us closer together 
are easy to find if once we have committed ourselves to the 
purpose of union. We have entered into a solemn compact. 
We are seeking to do God’s will. We must be faithful to 
our pledge. 

This letter is entirely unofficial since we have had no 
meeting of our Commission of Approaches to Unity since 
the action of the Presbyterian General Assembly, but I 
am quite sure that what I have said would meet with the 
approval of all the other members of the commission.

In Memoriam 
George Morgan Williams 


Word has been received of the death in Shanghai, China, 
on June 27th, 1938, of George Morgan Williams of All Souls 
Chureh, Berkeley. Born in Susanville, California, March 
2nd, 1873, Mr. Williams was educated at Stanford Univer- 
sity and later studied at the Harvard School of Social Ser- 
vice. Following his marriage in Boston to Miss Lydia Allen 
Williams, he lived for thirteen years in Las Cruces, New 
Mexico. Upon his return to California in 1924, he was made 
a lay reader by Bishop Parsons and ministered to the church 
in Brentwood and Martinez. He was one of the founders 
of St. David’s Mission in Pittsburg. Since coming to Berke- 
ley in 1929, he has been active in the work of All Souls 
Church, teaching in the Sunday school, acting as lay reader, 
and serving at the altar. He was also appointed a member 
of the Bishop’s Committee for the True Sunshine Chinese 
Mission. 

All his life, Mr. Williams was deeply interested in mis- 
sionary work, particularly among the Chinese. In February 
of this year, he sailed for China to survey the mission field. 
He planned to return here this month to settle his affairs, 
and then devote the remainder of his life to the work of the 
Church in China. 


At the time of his death, he was living with missionary 
friends in the devastated Hongkew District of Shanghai, 
where he found an overwhelming need for the ministra- 
tions of the Church, and a great desire on the part of the 
Chinese to learn of the teachings of Christ. He died sud- 
denly of heart failure in the land he loved and among the 
people he longed to aid. He is survived by his wife and three 
children. Services in his memory were held at All Souls 
Church on June 30th.

The following introductory article will be found of gen- 
eral interest to all Church people: 


WHAT IS THE HOUSE OF YOUNG CHURCHMEN? 


The House of Young Churchmen was started three years 
ago under Miss Avis Harvey, former Director of Religious 
Education, with the idea of having a convention of young 
people and uniting the youth of the Diocese more com- 
pletely. Everyone between the ages of 14 and 25 are mem- 
bers, whether they are in an organized group or not, but 
there may be only five official delegates and five alternates 
from each parish or mission to the annual convention held 
in February, although everyone is welcome to attend. (The 
joint hosts for the 1939 Convention will be Burlingame 
and San Mateo.) There is an Executive Council which 
holds monthly meetings between conventions; namely, a 
president, secretary and nine members, three from each 
convocation. The following departments are represented 
on the Council: Missions and Extension, Religious Eduea- 
tion, Social Service, Revenue and Publicity. There is a 
Vice-President appointed by the President from the Coun- 
cil at its first meeting. Meetings are open to all members 
of the House of Young Churehmen (H. Y. C.). The next 
one will be August 21 in the Diocesan House, 1055 Taylor 
street, San Francisco. 


Salinas Valley Mission

Vacation season now brings a recess in the services at the 
churches of the Salinas Valley, while the Vicar and family 
are motoring to Portland, Oregon. Two committees of St. 
James, Paso Robles, are engaged in promoting the project 
for a new vicarage. Tentative plans for a bungalow type 
house are being submitted for estimates as to cost, based 
upon an expectation of a maximum cost of $6,000, or four 
dollars per square foot. Subscriptions will be solicited in 
units of this amount, so that subseribers may undertake to 
build so many square feet. Acknowledgment is gratefully 
made of donations paid in by Christ Church, Alameda, of 
$50, and by the Convocation of San Jose, from the evening 
service, of $55.65. Other donations have been received by 
the Archdeacon.

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The Story of the Diocesan Student Commission 


(Note by Bishop Parsons: I am glad to call attention 
to the following short story of the Diocesan Student Com- 
mission. Our student work is very worthy of all the help 
we can give it. We are very grateful for the fine leadership 
which we have in our student workers and the splendid co- 
operation given them by the members of the commission 
and many others who are helping with the work. ) 

In February, 1936, at Grace Cathedral, the House of 
Young Churchmen held a service which reawakened the in- 
terest of a number of people in college students and the 
work that our church was doing among its members during 
their college life. Following the service, this group met in- 
formally and decided to try an experiment in widening 
the knowledge of our laymen in this work and in fostering 
advancement of the work wherever opportunity presented 
itself. 


As chairman for the first two years, Mrs. Dorothy Dean 
Sheldon has done much not only in maintaining a high 
spiritual level and a sense of unity of purpose among the 
commission members, but also in making frequent contact 
with students themselves and their problems. Under her 
fine leadership the commission has accomplished a good deal 
during its self-imposed period of probation by becoming 
itself more aware and better informed about college work 
and its needs, by showing slides of the exhibit of the Chureh 
Society for College Work shown at General Convention in 
Cincinnati, and by talking to various groups of lay people. 
In March, 1937, a weekend conference at Mrs. Vera Millis’ 
and Mrs. Willard Wheeler’s in Carmel was attended by the 
commission and the Diocesan Student Council to diseuss 
with Miss Grete Sunf, a German Quaker, the relationship 
of religion to world peace. In March of this year the com- 
mission made possible a meeting following the vocational 
conferences at which eighty or ninety people heard Mrs. 
Harper Sibley. For a project with the student groups this 
year a few of our members worked on daily meditations 
from the First Epistle of St. John. We are very proud of 
the fact that this effort has been considered worthy of being 
incorporated in the summer Forward Movement pamphlet. 
Besides these more tangible things, each one of us has tried 
to meet as individuals with individual students, with stu- 
dent groups, and many have given their services in offering 
transportation, telephoning, acting as hostesses, helping 
with conferences and many other tasks. 


All these activities, we feel, have warranted the ecommis- 
sion permanency as an organization in the Diocese of Calli- 
fornia. For this purpose we met June 3, 1938, and reached 
the following conclusions: First, to have a smaller, working 
commission to include a study group; second, to know what 
is being done among students by visiting student groups; 
third, to talk to Auxiliary groups and individuals to fur- 
ther the knowledge of college work; fourth, to be a fune- 
tional group as far as possible. The membership, not to 
exceed fifteen, will be a rotating one with representatives 
of the different college interests and other Church organ- 
izations, as the Woman’s Auxiliary, and the regular college 
workers as constituents. Mrs. Vera Millis was elected chair- 
man for the next two years. 


Some members are affiliated with the Church Society for 
College Work and literature about the society is being dis- 
tributed during the summer in hopes of creating more in- 
terest in it. 
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The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Readers of the Pacific Churchman: 


I am having a fine time thinking about Missionary Edu- 
cation, and, of course, I am at Asilomar. This conference 
is quite worth while; it is keeping me busy. First of all, 
two of our clergymen on the Monterey Peninsula came 
down with ‘‘flu’’ and first one and then the other pressed 
me into working for them last Sunday. Then I had to 
pinch-hit several times for others who failed to show up at 
the Conference. And I am attending the classes most faith- 
fully and am now learning lots about India and the City 
Church and about the Church’s world problems, and about 
story-telling and dramatics, and about how to interest 
women in mission study. I wonder why nobody talks about 
how to interest men; are they just impossible? The most 
encouraging feature of the Conference is the large number 
of younger women attending it and I have been surprised 
at the large number from the San Joaquin Valley. I think 
they themselves were astonished at the show of hands. We 
have been fortunate in having Mr. Kenneth Maclennan of 
Edinburgh here to give us the talks on world mission prob- 
lems, and also to have Mr. Franklin D. Cogswell, general 
secretary of the Missionary Education Movement. 


During August I think some of us will have a good time 
at the Rural Leadership Summer School in Berkeley. I 
hope this year’s experiment will lead on to larger schools 
in Berkeley during the coming years. 


Rural work is lots of fun. At least, I enjoy my visits to 
rural fields. I have just spent two days with the Rev. 
Lloyd B. Thomas, Vicar in the Salinas Valley. The local 
committee is having plans and specifications prepared for 
a vicarage at Paso Robles and will secure bids. I am still 
hoping that readers of the Pacific Churchman will send 
me some large and many small contributions toward the 
building. It is sometimes said we need a project to appeal 
to our imagination. Now, instead of imagining a rather 
experimental stunt, Just imagine a Vicar in his study and 
his wife in a conveniently arranged house, and think of how 
much more work he will do if well housed. In the next issue 
of the Pacific Churchman I hope to have a picture of the 
proposed house, and I am hoping that by September Ist 
we can commence building. Time is precious if we are to 
have the Thomas family housed before the rains come.

Asilomar, 1938 


Another Asilomar Conference has gone into history. It 
was by no means the largest conference the Diocese has ever 
had, but many wonder if there was ever a better one. The 
thing most of us shall remember is the fine spirit that pre- 
vailed. There was a family atmosphere. The Bishop is not 
a hard person to know, but many who had not the oppor- 
tunity to come close to him, did so; and they were stirred 
and comforted. He was the father of the diocesan family, 
not simply because he had been consecrated a bishop, but 
because he was wise, and we knew that he cared for us. 


In a short article it will be impossible to cover the whole 
work of the five days. The writer can speak of only a few 
and of those in which he took part. First of all, there were 
the Bishop’s addresses and conferences. At the first hour 
he talked about Oxford and Edinburgh. At 12 o’clock he 
conducted a seminar for those especially interested in the 
wider aspects.of the Church’s work. And on Thursday eve- 
ning he gave an address on civil liberties. Everyone was 
supposed to attend the morning and evening sessions. The 


interesting thing about the seminar was that it continued 
to grow from day to day. 

A new feature of the conference was the evening ad- 
dresses by various people, rather than by a single leader. 
On Sunday night, Dr. Brookman, Conference Chaplain, 
preached ; Monday night, Dr. D. Charles Gardner, sometime 
Chaplain at Stanford, spoke on ‘‘The English Bible’’; 
Tuesday night, Dean Mallock, of Fresno, on ‘‘ Popularity— 
How to Get It and How to Use It’’; Wednesday night, the 
Dean, the Rev. Oscar F. Green, on ‘‘The Marks of Ma- 
turity’’; Thursday night, the Bishop, on ‘‘ Civil Liberties’’ ; 
Friday night the young people conducted the closing ser- 
vice, the address being given by the Rev. P. M. Casady. 
Each of these speakers had something to give, and the con- 
ference responded accordingly. On three evenings Mrs. 
Henry P. Veazie delighted us with reading plays and 
poetry. 

The Rev. and Mrs. Benson H. Harvey, missionaries on 
their way back to the Philippines, told of their work. It was 
a delight to have them. It was also good to have Miss Edna 
Beardsley, from the National Office of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary. Those who heard him were delighted with Mr. 
Casady’s course on ‘‘The Ideas of St. Paul.’’ Miss Frances 
Young led the course on church school work. Many were 
helped by this course. The Rev. Henry B. Thomas, who 
came to us from the University Church in Reno, discussed 
our prayer life. He reports an unusual response from those 
in his classes, many of whom wrote papers for him. The 
young people liked the Rev. Sumner Walters, who had 
charge of their work. Judging from the noise that, ocea- 
sionally came from his classes, the young people were not 
asleep. 

Perhaps the conference had its most fun on ‘‘Stunt 
Night.’’ On that night Mrs. Henry Veazie gave some imper- 
sonations; the young people presented an original melo- 
drama; it was a scream, but a little too modern to run true 
to the traditional melodrama form; Mr. Harry Goheen read 
a ghost story; and the clergy conducted a meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. This last brought down the house. 
No one there will ever forget the treasurer’s report as given 
by ‘‘Miss’’ Donald Brookman, who kept the reeords of the 
Auxiliary on slips of paper, many of which, and the most 
important of which, she had left at home. We should hate 
to be behind with our dues if ‘‘Miss’’ Brookman were 
treasurer. 

A few statistics: 132 persons attended the conference ; 
the parishes having the largest representation were: Trin- 
ity, San Jose, with 18; All Saints, Palo Alto, 15; Christ 
Church, Alameda, 13; Trinity, San Francisco, 10. Parishes 
and missions represented, 26. The number of adults and of 
young people was about equal, although many more young 
people remained throughout the six days. The conference 
closed with a fair balance in the treasury with which to 
start the work for next year.

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The Community of St. Saviour 


(From a paper read by the Sister Mary Gabriel, C. S$. S., 
at the Spring Meeting of the Convocation of San Francisco, 
at Ross. ) 


The Community of St. Saviour had its inception in 1896, 
when our Mother Foundress, having obtained the Bishop’s 
approval, went East to receive training for the establish- 
— of a Religious Community in the Diocese of Cali- 

ornia. 

Our Mother first went to the Sisterhood of the Holy 
Nativity—a Community given to Parish and Mission work 
in our Church. From there, she went to the Community of 
St. John Baptist to receive further training. This Com- 
munity offered a wide scope of work with women and girls. 
Our Mother then returned to California and, on Ascension 
Day, May 16, 1901, made her Profession—the Bishop re- 
eelving her vows and giving his blessing. 

Under the direction, help and guidance of Bishop Nich- 
ols, the Community became established as a Diocesan In- 
stitution for the development of the Religious Life on the 
Pacifie Coast. It was the Bishop who gave us our title, 
‘‘The Community of St. Saviour’’. ‘‘We have seen and do 
testify that the Father sent the Son to be the Saviour of 
the world’’—I John IV-14. From the Book of Common 
Prayer he chose the prayer: ‘‘O Saviour of the World, 
Who by Thy Cross and Precious Blood hast redeemed us, 
Save us and Help us, we humbly beseech Thee, O Lord.’’ 
Our ideal was to be expressed in the motto: ‘‘Semper ad 
Sanctiora’’— Ever towards more Holy things — a daily 
striving after Christ-likeness, seeking to emulate Our Lord’s 
own self-dedication Who had said, ‘‘ For their sakes I sanc- 
tify myself’’. 

Souls are sanctified by prayer, therefore prayer is the 
most important work in a Sister’s life. With the Psalmist, 
we can say, ‘‘I give myself unto prayer’’—Ps. 109-4. The 
well-ordered services of the Church, the Holy Communion 
commanded by Our Lord, ‘‘This do in remembrance of 
Me’’, and the Canonical Hours of Prayer which are a sim- 
ple offering of psalms and prayers for various states of 
people in the Church. The Sister’s life is a fellowship of 
endeavor, a united, consecrated service. 

In October, 1901, with one child and a house, the Com- 
munity was able to start its venture of faith. A goodly 
number of people had pledged themselves to contribute to- 
ward the rent of the house, thereby making the work pos- 
sible. At this time, St. Anne’s Industrial School for Girls 
was begun, to educate and train girls in all the household 
arts. A day school out on Thirty-seventh avenue, near 
Geary street, was also started. 

The Altar Bread Department became organized and from 
the first written report, which was at the close of 1905, 
it is recorded that approximately two thousand Priest’s 
Hosts and twenty-one thousand people’s Altar Breads had 
been sent out. 

A Religious Card Department was started as a Mis-

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sionary effort, to offer our Church people greeting cards 
with Christian sentiments. When we first started this phase 
of the work, the cards could be had from Europe only, 
and it took a great deal of time to secure a fitting selec- 
tion. We are now able to get a very good and varied se- 
lection from, American firms, though the illuminated ones 
still come from Europe. From the sale of the cards we are 
able to pay the taxes and insurance and occasional repairs 
on our Rest Cottage, which expense has to be met every 
ear. 

7 One of the early trials and testings came in 1906 with 
the Great Earthquake and Fire. Novices fled, parents were 
anxious to take their children from the city and the house 
was taken by the owner. It was as though the faith of the 
Community was to be tried to the utmost, but that faith 
never wavered. God and the eternal values of the Re- 
demption were the goal of Mother’s life. The little school 
on Thirty-seventh avenue continued until the following 
year, when, at the Bishop’s request, the Community took 
charge of the Maria Kip Orphanage. 

In 1918, when the influenza epidemic swept through the 
city, the doctor said that it was imperative for Mother to 
give up the work at the Maria Kip Orphanage. At the Com- 
munity’s ‘‘ecoming of age’’, after 18 years in the Diocese, 
the Fall of 1919 saw us settled in our own St. Saviour 
House on Forty-first avenue. Again we were asked to take 
care of the children of the Orphanage. It was agreed that 
they should be boarded at our house, the Community to pay 
the bills and meet all the expenses from the board money 
received. 

And so the work continues. What have been the results? 
T can only name them partially and in a general way. 
Three of the girls have given time to the missionary work 
of the Church. Some of them have become teachers, nurses, 
secretaries; several have worked their way through col- 
lege, while probably the majority have married—some in 
our chapel and some at the Church. 


San Joaquin Summer School 


The eighth annual Summer School of the Missionary Dis- 
trict of San Joaquin achieved a new high mark in interest 
and attendance at its session, June 27 to July 2, held at 
Camp Sierra in the scenic region of Huntington Lake. 
Forty were registered. 


Two members of this Diocese were on the faculty: Canon 
Bayard H. Jones, of the Church Divinity School, who gave 
a course on the History and Practice of Worship; and Miss 
Frances Young, our new Director of Religious Education, 
who held two courses for young people. 


Bishop Sanford’s conferences with the clergy on the Life 
and Work of a Pastor were of great value, and will later be 
published. Dean Malloch discussed Current Thought and 
Movements in the Church; Miss Willa M. Marsh, vice-prin- 
cipal of the Fresno Technical High School, led courses in 
vocational guidance; and Mrs. Arthur J. Allen, missionary 
at Boone School, China, brought most vivid and vital im- 
pressions from that desperately tried field. 


Increase in major items were shown by the mid-year state- 
ment of conditions of Wells Fargo Bank & Union Trust Co., 
in comparison with the statement of December 31, 1937, and 
with the figures of June 30 a year ago.

There were many practical suggestions 
made in the conference meetings of ways of bringing this 
kind of knowledge to men and young people as well as to 
our women, some of which will be discussed at a future dio- 
cesan meeting, but just as a suggestion now, for all parish 
educational chairmen and presidents: send for a small book- 
let called the Missionary Education of Adults, by Lobingier. 
The Chureh Book Shop will be able to supply them, no doubt, 
and the cost is about fifty cents. It is an excellent guide.

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Social Workers at Seattle 
By Rev. Greorce H. B. Wrieut 


The sixty-fifth annual meeting of the National Confer- 
ence of Social Work, from June 26 to July 2, had an at- 
tendance of only 3300 while the Indianapolis meeting in 
1937 registered over 9000. Seattle is far away from large 
population centers and social work organizations more-un- 
certain of their standing this year. There are great advan- 
tages in a smaller meeting and it was generally agreed that 
this was an opportunity for more intimate discussion than 
is possible in the vast assemblages to which most of our con- 
ferences have grown. 

The General Sessions were of a high order. The seating 
arrangements were good, the public address system worked 
at all times and the ‘speakers were exceptionally good. Solo- 
mon Lowenstein, president of the Conference, was not able, 
because of illness, to be present. The third vice-president, 
Miss Ruth FitzSimons, Assistant Director of Public Wel- 
fare in the State of Washington, presided graciously in his 
absence. The president’s address, read by a member of the 
local committee, had for its subject, ‘‘The Test of American 
Democracy.”’ It reflected strongly the sorrow of the writer 
at the sufferings of his race and was in a way pessimistic. 
It brought very squarely before the Conference the respon- 
sibility of our own country in standing firmly for the high- 
est ideals of democracy without prejudice, thinking out the 
conditions that face us to their logical conclusion. 

The outstanding personality of the Conference was Mar- 
varet Bondfield, former Minister of Labour of Great Britain. 
Her address on Monday night, June 27th, was refreshing 
with its humor and its strong note of optimism—‘‘New 
Forms of Power—Its Effects Upon the Lives of the Work- 
ers.”’ What made the headlines in her address was her 
warm, understanding praise of the various organizations of 
the New Deal—the CCC, the WPA and others. Her account 
of her long life of struggle for the underdog was thrilling. 
Miss Bondfield was present at the Corporate Commissioners 
of the Episeopal Church Conference on Thursday and the 
breakfast afterwards at Trinity Church. She was the 
speaker at the joint luncheon of the Church Conference of 
Social Work and the Episcopal Conference, where she en- 
larged upon her sense of spiritual values which she merely 
touched upon in her general address. 

The Third General Session had for its speaker, Sanford 
Bates, who after retiring as director of the Federal Bureau 
of Prisons, became Executive Director, Boys’ Clubs of 
America. This action rather strongly suggests his attitude 
toward our somewhat futile efforts to solve the great prob- 
lems of crime. His address, replete with dry humor and 
keen philosophy, was a defense of the parole system, so 
unfairly attacked by superficial observers. ‘‘Prisons and 
Beyond’’ was the subject. 

The speaker on the last evening was David C. Adie, Com- 
missioner, State Department of Social Welfare at Albany, 
New York, ‘‘The Establishment and Maintenance of Stand- 
ards of Social Work in Public Service.’’ One impression I 
got from this, reinforced by other sessions which I attended, 
was that the ideals of true case-work and the technique of 
dealing with clients fall nothing short of those taught by our 
Gracious Lord and Master, Jesus Christ. 

Perhaps the most moving address of all, in many ways, 
was that given at the final luncheon by Mr. James M. Ber- 
tram, now of Berkeley, California, on the subject : ‘‘ Behind 
the War in China.’’ It was an illuminating picture of the 
course of the conflict and the actual conditions in both China 
and Japan after one year of war. Mr. Bertram is a New 
Zealander, a Rhodes scholar, an author, and has been doing 
research work for the Rhodes Foundation in China. His 
point of view in regard to Japan is very pessimistic. 

When one attends a Conference such as this meeting in 
five major sections with special committees and with various 
Associate and Special Group meetings in the afternoons it 
is difficult to choose. There were few very great person- 
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alities—like Mary van Kleek, for example—speaking at the 
Section meetings so one could go for the subject rather than 
the speaker. I confined myself to case work personnel and 
training and to Recreation for Children and Old People in 
Institutions. All are significant for our purposes and we 
shall have more to say about these subjects in the future. 

In the Associate Groups I had difficulty in dividmg my 
time between the Travelers’ Aid Group and the Episcopal 
Chureh Group. Neither was unusually inspiring. The at- 
tendance at the church meeting was not very large and some 
of the papers were hardly up to standard. A good paper was 
read by Almon R. Pepper, Executive Secretary, Depart- 
ment of Social Service for the National Council on Diocesan 
Programs, with discussion by three very live chairmen of 
Diocesan Departments. The high spot of the program was 
the corporate communion in Trinity Church on Thursday 
morning, with a very large number of communicants who 
stayed for the breakfast afterwards in the fine parish house. 

Taking it altogether, it was a fine Conference. Its best 
moments were most inspiring, its weak spots were instructive.

The Fight Is Still On 


Mayor La Guardia of New York, in a

“Give us this day our daily bread,” the 
Mayor quoted. “Sometimes I get discour- 
aged, being criticized for doing the things 
I believe are proper and necessary. Some- 
times I’m called a radical, and even worse. 
It’s a matter of interpretation. 


“T firmly believe that Christ wanted to 
make people happy, that He fought against 
injustice, that He abhorred exploitation of 
the weak, that He wanted to feed the 
hungry and wanted to level the privileged 
classes. I believe He was sincere in His 
denunciation of the powerful few who ex- 
ploited the masses... . 


“‘Give us this day our daily bread’ is 
not a figure of speech; it was not put there 
for poetic balance. It has the same sig- 
nificance in every language. ‘Give us this 
day our daily bread’ means just that. That 
appeal must be answered by men and wo- 
men who have it within their power’ to 
answer it for Him. 


“God gives the daily bread to all the 
people of the world. He makes the fields 
fertile. He brings the rain. He provides the 
harvests. The food is there—but some of 
them can’t get it. 


“What some of us who are called rad- 
ical are trying to do is to answer that call 
in His name as He would have us do. 
That, gentlemen, is why the fight is still 
on.’—From “The Southern Churchman.”
